Some Startling Figures of What tate be Expected 
Under the reseat Lawa. 

WasHinaton, July 6 —The amount paid for 
pensions on account of the late war to March 
1, 1882, was SOOU,7SE 950. Lt is estimated that 
there aie Dow on the rolis the names of Jovu,- 
QW pensioners of the late war.

Theanuual value 
of the 250.000 late war pensioners is $27,-

valne of $50 500,000, Estimating the 
disbursements for May and June, the 
total paid for pensions in the current fisca 
year will not vary much from $65,000,000 
On April 1, 1882, there were on the tile 217,162 
pending claims, whitch, if allowed, would be 
jentitled to arrears, estimating 17'4 per cent 
for rejection, and $1200 as che average ar- 
rearsin each case, there would be paid, if 
allowed within the year, $214,980,800. There 
are 53,719 pending claims, which were filed 
subsequent to the limitation imposed by the 
arrears act, and when allowed, the pension 
commences from the date of filing. Deduet 
74 per cent for rejection, and the average 
first payment would be one year’s first pen- 
sion at $110 per case, or $4,826,050. If the 
two classes just referred to should be at once 
added to the roll (223 023), it would increasce 
the annual value of pensions $24,520,000, 
which added to the present annual value ($3 ), 
YOO 000) would be S54 800 000,

The Exciiing Contest Between a Sheriff and an Es- 
= ecaping Criminal.

and say, of the term “ssthetic.” The com- 
mentators and the caricaturists, missing the 
humorin the travesties of Du Maurier and

matters to suit themselves. Thus, when one 
New York editor asks, ‘‘What is wsthetism?” 
another promptly replies: ‘‘The art of dawd- 
ling.” This certainly hits. the popular com- 
prehension; but Mr. Wilde shows that he by 
no means deserves the ridicule which has 
been lavished upon his lectures. At the 
same time, it must be confessed that his At- 
lanta lecture is a great improvement as to 
method and purpose over the lectures he de- 
livered in New York and Boston—unless, in 
deed, the newspaper reporters in those cities 
were careful to suppress the practical allu- 
sions and suggessions which, all things c n- 
sidered, nright naturally be supposed to grate 
harshly upon the nerves of those whg have 
been in the habit of staying their stomachis 
by merely contemplating the spiritual essen- 
ces supposed to exude trom a pond lily. 
However these things may be, it is difficult 
to conceive of anytaing more practical than 
the Atlanta lecture of the young esthete 
How painfully suggestive, for instance, was 
his allusion to the fact that thousands of the 
most brilliant young men in the country are 
satisfied to play the part of dry goods clerks! 
Much of this portion of his lecture was par- 
allel with the manifold preachments of Tue 
CONSTITUTION in regard to the true ends and 
aims‘of education as compared with the worse 
than perverted system which we now have. 
Accident frequently discovers a young mun’s 
talents and as frequently hides them, No 


of the modern life who is not stimulated in 
some degree by his own tastes and _predilec- 
tions; and what young man of spirit and 
promise would deliberately choose to become 
a clerk in a store if his mind were not dwarf- 
ed and warped by the distressingly inade- 
quate and imperfect education tu be gained in 
our schools? | 

The aspirations of modern’ estheticism in- 
clude the Beautiful, the Good, the True and 
the Useful, Why should not the practical be 
exalted and refined? Roughly stated, art 
is the science of proportion. 
When Mr. Wilde alludes to. the 
definite form of the sunflower 
the idea he intends to convey is that its pro- 
portions are so simple as to be available in 
decoration. The reproduction of these pro- 
portions, or of any other proportions, is art 
and the foundation of wstheticism is a desire 
to compel this reproduction of proportions to 
conform to the practical needsand uses of every 
day life, so that what we might otherwise cal 
commonplace may become imbued with the 
spirit or suggestion of beauty in sume of its 
manifold shapes and developments. 

Here is the question: How shall labor be 
made gracious? How shall that which isa 
necessity be made to cuntribute its own pecu 
liar pleasure tothe sons and daughters of 
men. The playing upon the piano involves 
as much labor as cooking a dinner. Why 
should not education bring the latter up to 
the dignity of art, and compel it to furnish 
pleasure to the artist, as well as to those who 
enjoy the results? It would seem that the ap- 
plause of the discriminating audience gath- 
ered around a dinner-table ought to be as pre- 
cious as the applause of a crowd of men and 
women ina concert room. All things being 
equal, it is much more difficult to reach bigh 
C in cooking adinner, than in the attempt 
to reproduce a stale and fishy Italian opera. 
And the difficalty is not manual. It is 
wholly artistic. Why should not the edu- 
cation of our boys and girls be practi- 
cally and = genuinely artistic, instead 
of almost utterly useless? What ends 
do our teachers of Latin accomplish any more 
than our teachers of tatting, provided nothing 
more important is taught? And, in the great 
majority of ourinstitutions of learning. what 
more important accomplishment is taught 
than’ Latin and tatting? ! 

But while our boys and girls are learning 
Latin an‘ tatting, why could not their hands 
be educated? Why could not the boys be 
made familiar with the simp/er tools of trade? 
Why could not the girls be made familiar 
with the household arts that make life tolera- 
ble? There must be improvement in these 
matters, or estheticism advocated by THE Con- 
STITUTION is a failure.

The British Guns Frowning Upon Arabi’s Defenses— 
French Action. 

Lonpon, July 6.—The Times, in a leading article, 
confirms the report that Admiral Seymour will 
send a formal communication to the Egyptian gov 
ertment to day requiring it forthwith to abandon 


the obnoxious works. If Arabi Pasha refusés, Ad- 
miral seymour will immediately open fire and 
bombard Alexandria. The Times says these in- 
structions are entirely i: dependent of the coufer- 
ence aud belong to a diffegent category of action, 
They are an act of police rather than an act of war 
They are 1: ot bused on the general condition ol 
Fgypt noron the relations of the Khedive or Arabi 
Pasha, nor on any of the questions referred to the 
conference, but simply on the = paramount 
necessitv of securing the safety of the British 
fleet, for which the government is responsible 
to the country, and cannot submit its respousibili- 
tv to the decision of any conterence or the stnuction 
of anv single power. Ragheb Fasha, president of 
the council, has received a telegram from the sultan 
announcing that the British fleet would bomba:d 
the forts unless the wo.ik on the construe ion of 
earthwork was st -pped. The sultan hoids the 
khedive and the ministry responsible for the conse 
quences. nagheb asha replied that the ministry 
had already telegraphed to Constantinepie that 
demoustrations bad been made in consequence of 
which the sultan’s permission to resume work was 
asked. Pending the sultan’s reply no definite rese- 
lution will be adopted. | espite all denials to the 
contrary the work on the fortificstions con:inue 
Admiral Seymour delays formally demanding 
accession of the work until all sriti h 
residents are on board the vessels in the 
harbor. They are now hastily embarking. It is 
reported that Arati Pasha is supplying args to the 
natives. The Daily News, in its financial article, 
states that the large fleet,of steamers using the 
Suez canal, are being insured at ten shillings per 
hundred weighé continuously umtil February. 
Thesnsurances do not invelve compensation for 
delay. but onlp for damages sustained through hos- 
tilities. A dispatch tothe Times from Alexandria 
this afternoon states that A@miral seymour has 
sent an ultimatum tothe authoritus demanding the 
instant stoppage of tne construction of earth 
Works undera threat of opening fire. The work 
has ceased forthe moment. Inibe hotse of com. 
mons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone said that 
though he quite recognized the merits of De Lesseps, 
he could not be guided by him on the poly to be 
p:rsued in Egypt. Hestared that it was not hi- 
intention to propose a vote of credit for warlike 
operations, because such measuresat present would 
not bejustitied. A dspateh to the Times from 
Paris states that the cabinet have considered 
instructions to be given to Admiral Conrad in view 
of the possibility of the English fleet bombarding 
the defenses at Alexandria. Itis understood they 
have decided that he shall remain passive and only 
participate if provoked by some acter incident, 
France, in thus deciding, wished to remaip faith- 
ful to her previous resolutions not to act apart 
from European concertand to reserve freedom 
of action pending the decision 7 
the couference. Admiral Conrad, how- 
ever, is instructed to remaitrat his post and tot al- 
low the Kgyptians to regard the action of England 
as opposed to the views of France and Europ 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution.

Alexandria 6th— Although Arabi Pasha may yield 
at the last moment, he still preserves a cefiant at 
titude, Alexandria, 6th midnight—Admiral Sev- 
mour has received a reply to his ultimatum, stating 
that the report as to the work upon the batteries 
aud forts is not true.

YESTERDAY.

A Lively Lt of Doing by the Assembi-d Wisdomot tO make a 


the Republican Party in Fulton— Delegates to 
the S:iare Convention and Oner Ma - 
tersa—Two Seis of Delegates. 


The room of the United States circuit court 
was thrown open yesterday and the republi- 
can county convention was held therein. The 


convention was for the purpose of electing} ' 
Ape 7! excluding the fourth ward delegations. 


delegates to the state convention which meets 
in August. There was a full representation 
of all the wards and districts in the county. 
The morning was as coul asa new spring day 
and the breeze which fanned the faces of the 
delegates and spectators was as fresh and as 
pleasant as could be. Everything was serene 
and nothi@y suggested in the slightest way a 
brewing row. John Conley, of the county 
executive committee, sat in the chair behind 
a sniall table outs de the bar. He was cool. 


‘To his left sat H. A. Rucker, a colored man, 
with some documents in bis bandsand he was 
cool. Colcnel John E. Bryant was there and 
he was cool. The delegates and the 
spectators were cool. Inthe rear of the as- 
sembiy sat George McKinney. His coat col- 
lur was turned up asif he was very cool. It 
Was a cool convention, a coul breeze, a de- 
lightfully cool rougi, but there were slumbering 
fires that gave no evidence of their presence. 
Chairman Conley, after a pause of a full min- 
ule, arose and asked Lhe meeting to come to 
order. The request appeared superfluous, as 
the delegates were a8 Guimb as Oysters, anid-as 
quiet as mice, but in order to as far as poussi- 
ble oblige tiie chairman, each one looked as 
dignified as he could, and all breathed slowly 
and wiih great regularity. Mr. Conley stated 
the object of the meeting and read the list of 
delegates, . The election of @ tetuporary chair 
man Was the first business in order. Joln 
Shelton, a colored mall carrier, was noml- 
maied. Coney put the question, took the 
vote and declared Sheltow elected “before a 
cat coukd wink its eye,’ and amid the most 
uproarous yelling and howling protests of the 
delegates. At once almost to a man they 
were on their feet and a scene of the wildest 
confusion followed. .There were cries fora 
division and intimations of an attempt to 
choke off a tair selection. Shelton arose and 
said that he did not come there to ‘stir upa 
ditliculty. He di not Want a position to 
which he was not fairly elected. ‘Lhe uproar 
was terrible, and by sume manner of means 
in the exctiement Shelton landed in the 
chair About that time half the delegates 
were trying to speak and the tenor of the 
cries seemed to be that Conley was trying to 
choke the convention and not give the mem- 
bers a fair showing. Treadwell, a colored 
rman, said that he never heard of a chairman 
shutting off nominationsin that way. Colonél 
Bryant wanted an election, He said there 
was no revularly elected chairman, Wim 
‘bush and Johu Longstreet and several others 
itried to speak and the uproar continued, In 
two minutes from the time that the first word 
was spoken the erstwhile cool crowd was hot 
as an August day. 

, CONLEY IN THE CHAIR. 

John Conley tovk the chair again and he- 
gan rapping on the desk with a big stick. 
The call of the roll was asked for. Conley 
deglined to have it cailed. Rucker grabbed 
the list of delagates and tried to call their 
uames. John Conley tried to drown his 
voice by beating furiously on the table with a 
stick. Rucker jumped on the table and con- 
tinued the call. Several dejeyates were 
standing in chuirs and yelling. 
In fact, there ‘was a woud 
deal of velling done. Finally Shelton made 
aspeech declining to be nrade the cause of 
the row any longer and quiet was restored 
He and Rev. Jerry Jones were nominated and 
Jones was elected. In the midst of the row 
A. Watts said he was tired of so much gas. A 
voice: “Then you had better go home and let 
your people send somebody here who won't 
get tired of gas!” 
~ While Conley was trying to get in bis work J. 
-H. Brown, of the Defiance, shouted at him: 

“You are trying to run over the people and 
you know you are!” 

A COMMITTE OF SEVEN. 

A committee o f seven was appointed on 
credentials, and J. H. Brown was elected sec- 
retury of the convention. A committee on 
perianent organization was appointed. Both 
committees retired and during their ab-ence 
speeches were made by R. H. Carter, Jackson 
McHenry, Shelton and others. The com- 
mittee on organization reported a set of rules, 
among which was one for excluding every- 
body from the room except delegates about 
whose seuts there was 00 contest. The rules 
were adopted. Reporters were invited to re- 
main. The action on excluding all parties 
except delegares until after an organ:zation 
was alfected was reconsidered after a 
large amount of wrangling, and a 
special part of the hall was set 
aside for them. Pat Sheridan moved to 
adjourn. Parker tried to make aspeech and 
was shut off. Pat Sheridan renewed his mo- 
tion to adjourn, Parker said there were those 
present who knew what he was going to say, 
and that was why he was shutoff, Pat Sheri 
dan insisted that a motion to adjourn was al- 
waysin order, The chair sat down on him. 
Brown, editor of the Defiance, was called on 
and made a nice speech. He said that he was 
always going to. be for the colored man and 
right, and piaced some heavy charges at the 
doors of the white republicans. At the con- 
clu-ion of his speech the convention adjourn- 
ed tu meet at 2 o'c!ock. 

AFTERNOON 8ESSION, 

Only asmali crowd wasin the roomwhen 
- the chairman called the meeting to order at 2 
o'clock. A committee of one was,on motion, 
sent out tosee if the committee on creden- 
tials was ready to report. It was found that 
the committee would be ready to report in 
about three minutes. While waiting tor the 
report of the commuttee Aleck Mattison made 
an address on the prospects and policy of the 
republican party. He believed that the peo- 

le of this state were ready to rise up and hurl 

ourbon democracy from its place. At the 
conclugion of the address A. A. Watson 
moved that the convention hear from Captain 
Bentley. The committee coming in, the 
speech making was put to an end and the re- 
port was read by the chairman J. R. Tread- 
well, colored.
